EXT: Jonah 2:9: “I will sacrifice 
unto thee with the voice of thanks- 
giving.” 


This text is from one whom God con- 
sidered a perfect man, and no doubt in 
his day there was much said about the 
giving of thanks unto God. But when 
we think about Thanksgiving Day in 
America, it brings to our minds the 
thought of the e rly pilgrim fathers. A 
long time ago there lived a queen named 
Elizabeth. She was the queen of England. 
She had her ideas about God and _ she 
wanted all of her subjects to think as she 
did. But some of her subjects differed 
with her and they began to quarrel. No 
one w nts to live in a quarrel all of the 
time. While they loved their queen, they 
thouzht she was unwise in some of her 
religious views. They felt that they must 
have liberty, and began to pray for God 
to give them liberty. 

Finally they decided to go to Holland, 
the home of the Dutch. They immediate- 
ly sailed for this place. The Dutch wel- 
comed them. They were glad to have 
such industrious, honest, pure, people live 
among them. The pilgrims did not feel at 
home in this country. The dress and the 
customs were so strange and the people 
so different. They began to long for a 
home where they could be free and have 
their own customs. They appealed to the 
queen and finally she aided them in se- 
curing the hire of two boats. These were 
sail vessels. The name of one of the ships 
was Speedwell, the other Mayflower. 
These boats were too small to errry all 
of the people, they were overloaded. The 
Speedwe'l finally became impaired and 
they had to postpone their voyage. They 
went back the second time to England 
and finally the Mayflower made the voy- 
age by herself. 

These pilgrims reached American 
shores Dec. 22, 1620. It was very cold, 
they had difficulty in finding a place to 
land. It was raining and their clothes 
froze stiff on their backs. Sleet fell and 
covered the ship with ice, the wind blew 
so hard the sails blew away. After search- 
ing, the pilgrims finally got in behind 
some big rocks out of the ice and wind. 
They decided to make this their home 
and landed at a place that is called Ply- 
mouth, They were very uncomfortab!e 
with no homes and no shelter, Finelly 
they succeeded in building them some 
log huts and camps and after a while the 
spring birds began to sing and the sun- 
shine me!ted away the ice and snow. They 
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began their work but were very much 
discouraged. They got acquainted with 
the red man who at first w.s kind and 
aided them in fishing, hunting, and se- 
curing food on which to live, but he be- 
came jealous and furious and much trou- 
ble occurred. 

It was through this crowd of pilgrims 
that we have our first inkling of Thanks- 
giving in America. No doubt they con- 
ceived the idea of Thanksgiving from the 
countries from which they came. The 
idea of giving th nks to God goes back 
to primitive times. The Egyptians, the 
Jews, Greeks, and Romans all held fes- 


tivals of thanksgiving and h.d_ various 
religious exercises and devotions. 
This originated through those who 


loved God and wished to dedicate certain 
feass days to Him for an occasion of 
thankfulness for food and clothes and the 
blessings of His love in their hearts. 

There are three Th. nksgiving Days in 
America which history records: first, 
Thanksgiving of the pilgrim fathers, 
Nov. 1621, when they gave thanks for 
the harvest that God had provided for 
them. The Indians did not bother them 
much that year and their wild game, and 
the grain and veget:bles they had raisea 
were stored away. The next was Nov. 
26, 1789, by a proclamation by George 
Washington. Third, the Thanksgiving 
Day of 1864, established by Abraham 
Lincoln, Washington was thankful to the 
Lord for the freedom of the country 
when they g ined independence. Lincoln 
proclaimed a Thanksgiving for the vic- 
tory over the war between the states. All 
these are historical facts that are very 
dear to America. 

Today we have much to thank God 
for, and we can s.y with Paul, “Let the 
peace of God rule in your hearts and be 
ye thankful,” Col. 3:15. We should cele- 
brate Thanksgiving Day from the deep- 
est recess of our hearts for God’s gracious 
deliverance from the sin and shame that 
is all about us. If you find yourself in- 
clined to murmur, seeing much tht is 
hard to bear; if you feel like finding 
fault; if yeu groan and cannot sing—yes, 
you see the clouds which are hanging 
over—it wou!'d pay you to steal away 
with the Lord and thank Him for His 
love in your heart. We should not look 
at these dark clouds tht are so swiftly 
g:thering around us, but we should look 
up and be fi led with the Spirit and thank 
God that His grace is sufficient for us. 

Suppose we make a few resolutions. 
First, that we will scatter sunshine and 
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encourage those who are being tried, and 
try to change the tone of temperature in 
which we move. Second, resolve to say 
thankful words, however you feel or 
whatever your obligation may be. We 
should never say, What disagreeable 
weather, or, What a poor breakfast, or, 
What a homely person, or, What a head-« 
ache I have. There are always more ap- 
propriate words that you can utter, words 
of appreciation. Do not try to see the 
worst thing that anybody can do, but try 
to see something good in everything. 
Third, resolve to look for causes for 
th:nkfulness, “Seek and ye shall find.” 
This is a principle as well as a promise. 
Do not look for sin, shame and _ ash 
heaps. Look for good apples and you will 
find good apples; look for good people 
and you will always find them. 

Not long ago I saw a m:n shake hands 
with a fellow and say, “Brother, I want 
to thank you for running that fellow 
down and getting him out of the church. 
I have tried for years and never did suc- 
ceed.” I walked away and tried to think 
of some good thing th:t this man had 
done, and I could count them by the 
dozens. I inquired as to what the trouble 
was. The man became impatient and ex- 
pressed himself as not having confidence 
in some folks and said a few little ugly 
things that caused these brethren to take 
a st:nd against him. How sad to think 
that they couldn’t see some of the good 
things that this brother had done. 

“Continue in prayer and watching in 
the same with thanksgiving.” Col. 4:2. 
This was Paul’s admonition to the Co- 
lossian brethren .Think of a ship that was 
once caught in « gale and thrust upon a 
rock, threatening death to all who were 
aboard. When terror among the people 
was at its worst, one man more daring 
than the rest, making the perilous trip 
to the Pilot’s house, saw the pilot lashed 
to his post with his h nds on the wheel, 
turning the ship little by little into the 
open sea. When he beheld the ghastly, 
white, terror-stricken face of the man, he 
smiled and the man rushed to the deck 
below, shouting, “I have seen the face of 
the pilot. He is smiling, all is well.” A 
sight of that smiling face averted the 
panic and converted despair into hope; 
so does a light of the pesce of Christ 
avert a panic in life and fill the soul 
with peace and hope, therefore, iet us see 
God’s face in Christ Jesus and be at peace, 
and let the troubled waves of the Galilean 
sea sink bene:th the feet of our great 
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subscription,”

To give thanks in 
everything is the mark of vigorous life 
in Christ. It draws us away from our- 
selves. So many live absolutely for them- 
selves only. To give thanks in everything 
means a life entirely sanctified and meet 
for the Master’s use. Those who do not 
continually look to God will be overbur- 
dened with the impossible strain of Jiving 
a life of unthankfulness. The thankful 
Christians are the Christians the world 
stands greatly in need of.

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“Ghe Opening of the Second Seal 


LEASE watch how the second rider 
is coming out when the second seal is 
opened, to take peace from the earth. 
Thank God, we who have been faithful 


won’t have to be in this trouble. 


When the white horse and its rider 
have finished their course then will come 
the red horse and rider. To learn more 
about this subject, we want to know why 
this will come. We see that there re sev- 
enty weeks yet determined upon the peo- 
ple, the Jews. Dan. 9:24. The Jews had 
weeks of years as well as weeks of days 
and in this instance it means weeks of 
years. Now Daniel fasted and prayed on- 
ly weeks of days, three weeks or twenty- 
one days. 

Let us see how meny of the seventy 
weeks are over, In Dan. 9:25 it says, “To 
restore and to build Jerusalem unto the 
Messiah the Prince shall be seven weeks.” 
These are weeks of years, so forty-nine 
years are gone there. The same verse says, 
“The street shall be built again, and the 
w-ll, even in troublous times.” Don’t you 
remember reading about Nehemiah re- 
building the walls of Jerusalem. Thank 
God, there is always some who love to 
work for the God of heaven. 

Dan. 9:26, “After threescore and two 
weeks shall Messiah be cut off, but not 
for himself.” Here we have sixty-two 
weeks which represent four hundred thir- 
ty-four years. Now <dd the forty-nine 
years already gone and we have four hun- 
dred eighty-three years. In the 24th 
verse we saw that seventy weeks or four 
hundred ninety years were determined 
upon the Jews, so we have seven years 
left. These are yet to come and will not 
come until after the Church has _ been 
caught up in the cir. The lukewarm 
saints and the slackers and lazy ones who 
did not do everything that God wanted 
them to do, will go through the tribula- 
tions which will last seven years, but the 
last half will be worse than the first. 
This will be the last week of the seventy. 


Some say the week of tribulations is 
seven ye:rs and some three and a half. 
Seven years is right. When the white horse 
and rider come that will be the begin- 
ning of the seven years. The rider of this 
horse comes in peace, as we saw last 
week, and continues for three and a half 
years. Then he breaks his covenant with 
the Jews and prosperity will be over. The 
following three years :nd a half, or the 
last half of the week, is when the rider 
of the red horse comes on the scene. He 
will come in a rough way and will cause 
the people to worship and obey him. He 
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is Antichrist, the man of perdition. 

During the course of the first and sec- 
ond se ls Antichrist has power. First he 
causes craft to prosper through his policy, 
then will come the great trouble known 
as “Jacob’s trouble”. Oh, whc-t decep- 
tion in coming in a peaceful way. The 
people will say he is the man the world 
has long needed. What we need to do is 
put our trust in God. That is the trouble 
now, some trust in self and man_ too 
much. We know that this time of trou- 
ble is coming for those who miss the 
rapture, so let’s be careful what we do, 
what we s.y, and whom we obey. The 
very elect will be deceived, if possible. 
We must watch lest this day come upon 
us unaware. Keep prayed up, trust God 
and not be afraid to take Him at His 
word. 

Dan, 8:25, “He shall magnify himself 
in his heart, and by peace sh-ll destroy 
many.” He will think himself some big 
something before the people, and he will 
be as long as he is ruler, but look what 
he is—a sinful man, hater of God, and 
destroyer of the people. God is much 
greater than he. and wait until God gets 
His big hand on him. Red Dan. 8:23, 
24. You see Antichrist intends to get all 
he can, but saints, hold on to God and let 
Him lead you. 2 Thess. 2:3 says, “Let no 
man deceive you by any means: for that 
day shall not come except there come a 
falling away first, :nd that man of sin 
be revealed, the son of perdition. 2 Thess. 
2:7, “For the mystery of iniquity doth 
already work,” so be ready when the 
Lord comes. 

Instead of Jesus coming like the rider 
in Rev. 6:2, He will come like it says in 
Rev, 19:11-16. Luke 21:36, “Watch ye 
therefore, and pray always, that ye may 
be accounted worthy to esc: pe all these 
things that shall come to pass, and to 
stand before the Son of man.” That is 
the way to escape the trouble that is 
coming. 1 Thess, 5:3, “For when they 
shall say, Peace and safety; then sudden 
destruction cometh upon them, as tr2- 
vail upon woman with child; and they 
shall not escape.” When these seals are 
opened and the vials are being poured 
out then will be the great tribulations. 
Matt. 24:21, “For then shall be, great 
tribulation, such <s was not since the be- 
ginning of the world to this time, no, nor 
ever shall be.” Jer. 30:7, “Alas! for that 
day is great, so that none is like it: it is 
even the time of Jacob’s trouble; but he 
shall be savéd out of it.” 

The reason we know the rapture has 
taken place before the first seal is opened 


is because those beasts and elders are 
there before the seals are opened. They 
scw the book before the Lamb had taken 
it out of the hand of God, and they saw 
the Lamb as He opened the first seal. So 
the catching up has already taken pl:ce 
or these people would not have been 
there. Please read Rev. 4:4-11 and Rev. 5: 
4-12. The beasts and elders represent the 
raptured saints. Rev. 5:8, 9, 10 says, 
“And when he had taken the book, the 
four bezsts and four and twenty elders 
fell down before the Lamb, having every 
one of them harps, and golden vials full 
of odours, which are the prayers of 
saints, And they sung a new song, say- 
ing, Thou art worthy to take the book, 
and to open the seals thereof: for thou 
wast sl:in, and hast redeemed us to God 
by thy blood out of every kindred, and 
tongue, and people, and nation. And hast 
made us unto our God kings and priests: 
and we shall reign on the earth.” 

Rev. 20:6, “They shall be priests of 
God and of Christ, and shell reign with 
him a thousand years.” Yes, the elders and 
beasts said that Jesus had redeemed them 
to God by His blood. Can’t you see that 
they are the raptured saints? 

Now the beast, Antichrist, is going 
to spe k great things against God. Dan. 
7:25. Old Daniel saw this coming long 
before Jesus was born, long before Jesus 
put on flesh and dwelt on this earth. 
Daniel saw this something over 600 years 
before John the Revelator saw it. And the 
world will wonder after the beast and no 
doubt some will say he is God. Rev. 13: 
3-7. He will make war with the s: ints 
and overcome them and power will be 
given him over all kindreds, tongues, and 
peop'e, and he will continue forty and 
two manths, which is three and one-half 
years. The last part of the seven years 
will be finished. He will blaspheme the 
name of God. These things he will do -f- 
ter he breaks the covenant with the peo- 
ple. 

We even see where another beast comes 
up, Rev. 13:11, which will be the false 
prophet. Now this man will do great 
things also. He will cause the people on 
the earth to worship the beast, whose 
deadly wound will be healed, and he will 
cause fire to come down from heaven in 
the sight of men, to make them think 
he is divine. He will deceive by doing 
miracles. He will have power to give life 
to the image of the beast, that the image 
should speak, and will cause as 
many as do not worship the image to be 
killed. He will c-use the people to take

OM. 8:14, “For as many as are led by 
the Spirit of God, they are the sons 
of God.” 


God does not lead us to make <n ap- 
pointment and then not lead us to fill 
it. He does not lead us contrary to His 
Word. He is not leading us to get 
wealth and put money in banks while 
His little children are suffering and in 
need of food, clothes, fuel, etc. God is 
leading to humility, to prayer, to save 
the lost, to sacrifice, to self-denial, to 
suffering, through tri:Is, and is impart- 
ing to His children His mind. He says 
“have the mind of Christ.” So really few 
are being led. They are willing to be 
led until some sacrifice has to be made, 
then so many fail God. 

Those who are truly led by the Spirit 
are the ones He’s coming after, not those 
who shout the loudest and give the least; 
not the ones deaf to the cries of the poor; 
not the ones who have so many things 
to do they never have time to visit the 
sick, nor even get to pray as they should 
like to, they say, and can’t take time to 
go to sisters’ or mid-week prayer meet- 
ings. Yes they say they <re_ His 
children. Can’t you see it is their own 
way they are going and not God’s way? 
The majority of the professing Christians 
today <re going their own way and not 
waiting on God to be led by His gentle 
spirit of love. 

The Spirit of God leads us to make God 
first, not just any time; and to give our 
best, not something we can’t use. He re- 
quires us to pray and wait on Him, to 
seek His guidance. He is leading some to 
go pray instead of to the pulpit; leading 
others to give Him their hearts and time 
inste d of their money. Oh, that men and 
women would obey God, be led by His 
sweet Spirit of love and forgiveness, and 
go with Him through the garden of suf- 
fering, to the cross and die out to the 
wor!d and really get ready to meet Jesus. 

Oh, I do want to be more like Him, 
don’t you? I want to learn more about 
Him. So many are deceived because they 
love not the truth. They want to walk 
after their own w:y. They worship Him 
with their lips but their hearts are far 
from Him. God wants us to meet Him in 
the secret pavilion and commune with 
Him there. He wants us to be hid with 
Christ in God, wrapped up in His love. 
James 1:22 says, “But be ye doers of the 
word and not hearers only, deceiving 
your own selves.” St. John 16:13 says, 
“Howbeit when he, the Spirit of truth, 
is come he will guide you into all truth.” 
He makes you remember your promise, 


makes you remember your debts, :nd the 
things you borrowed. He makes you re- 
member your duty to God and man. 
Your duty to God comes first. He makes 
you remember your duty to your pastor, 
your church, your wife and children, or 
husband and children, your duty to the 
widows and orphans; one is as binding as 
the other. 


The Holy Ghost, the Spirit of truth, 
will never lead us to walk like the world. 
If you are trying to live in ease and 
luxury you h-d better see before you go 
farther that that is the wrong spirit. I do 
want to be fashioned in His likeness. I 
must be like Him “for as He is so are we 
in this world,” 1 John 4:17. I must not 
fail God in anything. I must be faith- 
ful in everything and let Him lead me 
for we are just going to barely get in. 

Young man, the Spirit of God that led 
you to repentz:nce and called you to 
preach His everlasting gospel (and you 
made your vows to God you would if he 
would save you from hell), does not lead 
you to go to some far away country and 
get rich and not obey. If you have done 
that, you are being deceived. You had bet- 
ter redeem the time before death cl-ims 
you, for honors are nothing, riches are 
nothing and what if a man gains the 
whole world and loses his own soul? 

What would it profit him? Nothing! 
In Prov. 14:12 it says, ‘““There is a way 
which seemeth right unto a man, but the 
end thereof are the w: ys of death.” He is 
deceived, It is the precious love of Jesus 
that will stand the test and the proof of 
you shall know 


it is “by their fruits 
them,” says Jesus, Matt. 7:20. We will 
just get in at the best.

(Continued from vage 3) 
Pilot who is able to banish our fear and 
give us peace. 

“Rejoice, inasmuch as ye are partakers 
of Christ’s sufferings,” 1 Peter 4:13. The 
Christian life is not always strewn with 
flowers, there is trouble and burdens to 
bear on every hand. We should always be 
ready to encourzge and help others and do 
something to make others happy. Not a 
day should pass in our pilgrimage with- 
out putting forth some effort to make 
some one happy. I read a little account 
of a mother who put a wish box in the 
home <nd every time any one wished for 
anything they made a thank offering, 
wrote down their wish, wrapped the coin 
and dropped it into the box. The mother 
became alarmed at the members of the 
family making so many trips to the wish 
box. She thought they would surely wear 
out her carpet and suggested th t she put 
down a special rug. The day came to open 
the box and read their wishes, and it was 
a surprise to the mother to read how 
earnestly the children had been thinking 
of the welfare of the home and the wel- 
fare of their friends and had made so 
many wishes concerning their happiness. 

Psa, 35:28, “My tongue shall speak of 
thy praise all the day long.” I read an 
account of one man who had always 
imagined trouble, everybody w:s wrong 
but himself, and his picture of destruc- 
tion and transgression was an ugly moun- 
tain. He met a man one day who was 
filled with the Spirit of God, full of sun- 
shine, sweetness and love. The man was 
surprised to hear so many things he hd to 
accuse others of. The most heart-rending 
thing was the bunch of converts he had 
following him. The Christian man set out 
to devise a plan by which he could de- 
vert the man’s mind from his pursuit of 
grumbling and pain and he took Psa.

deepened, and I am thus enabled to be 
more discerning :nd sympathetic, Tiaose 
everyday blessings and experiences make 
me more able to appreciate my neighbor.” 
He closed by saying, “I pray God tht 
my power to suffer in silence may be in- 
creased, and that I may not add woes 1» 
others. Help me to smile and carry a 
cheerful voice, that I m-y add a few 
more rays of sunshine in this pilgrim 
life.” 

“Sing unto the Lord a new song and 
his praises from the end of the earth.” Isa. 
42:10. Of course this is a millennium 
scripture, but it gives us great joy to 
know that there will come a day when 
God’s blessings will cover the earth as 
the waters cover the sea, and m-ny that 
love God and are true to Him will shine 
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as the firmaments forever and ever. Oh, 
what a glorious happy day that will be, 
when from pain and sorrow we will all 
be set free!

“scarcely a reference to Christ, born in Bethlehem, whose birthday we cele- 
brate at Christmas time. They are holiday cards. but hardly Christmas Cards.”

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they say good things about me, and I in 
turn say good things about them. The 
birds are always singing and the sun is 
alwzys shining.” He turned and said, “I 
command thee, my brother, in the name 
of Jesus, to move out from this unpleas- 
ant, unholy, and unrighteous community 
and get over on Thanksgiving Street, and 
there you will have plenty of peace and 
joy.” What a sad thing it is that men 
drive for miles and huddle up in 
bunches to tell of <ll_ the defects and 
transgressions that they have rakea up 
on somebody and yet profess holiness. No 
wonder the world is disgusted with such 
a thing. 

“Let the brother of low degree rejoice 
in that he is exalted.” James 1:9. I 
should like to raise a question, Who is it 
that can praise God?

There is only a 
certain class of persons represented in the 
Word of God as _ really praising God. 
They cre those who are in His perfect 
will, regardless of surroundings or cir- 
cumstances. You can praise Him any- 
where and you may utter words of praise 
to God, but praise comes from a heart of 
gratitude, and to know Ged is the only 
way in which you can be ab'e to perfect- 
ly praise Him for His benefits < nd bless- 
ings. 

“With thanksgiving let your request 
be made known unto God.” Phil. 4:6. 
You know it is the saving, cleansing 
power of the Gospel of Jesus Christ, loy- 
alty to the high ideals of this message, be- 
ing saved from immortality, and from all 
depravity of the sinful nature, and kept 
by the cleansing blood of Jesus, th t we 
should be thankful for today. Think of 
the thousands of peop'e saved from the 
cigarette habit, dope and intoxicating li- 
quors, dance halls and all the contaminat- 
ing influences of the questionable 
pl: ces of earth, saved from all that is low 
and cheap, saved from harshly criticizing 
others, filled with all the joy and fullness 
of God, pure and sweet and clean and 
holy. “Finally, my brethren, whatsoever 
things are true, whatsoever things are 
honest, whatsoever things re just, what- 
soever things are pure, whatsoever things 
are lovely, whatsoever things are of gooc 
report, if there be any virtue, if there be 
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any praise, think on these things,” Phil 
4:8. 

We may have the best in this life—joy 
and happiness. The Christian has all the 
re:| joy, peace and happiness. of this 
world and in the life to come life ever- 
lasting. There is no pleasure that the 
world can give you that does not leave 
a sting, There is no critcism that you can 
indulge in but what will leave a cloud 
of sorrow in your life and heart. Just at 
this time, this Th: nksgiving time, when 
we are taking inventory, see it we have a 
real cause for Thanksgiving. These 
thoughts come surging through my mind. 
We should be happy for we have the free- 
dom of choice, the right to repudiate the 
wrong, for the present salvation as well 
as for future prospects, :nd for spiritual 
and temporal blessings. Let us unite in 
saying, “Our Father, we thank Thee.” I 
feel like I can hear that sound from ev- 
ery saved soul who reads this. 

“But thanks be unto God which giveth 
us the victory through our Lord Jesus 
Christ.” 1 Cor. 15:57. Some portions of 
Scripture are given almost wholly to the 
offering of th nks. God created Israel to 
be to Him for a name and for a praise 
and for a glory. God created the Church 
that it might show forth the praises of 
Him who called us out of darkness into 
light. Heaven itself is filled with the giv- 
ing of thanks : nd the rendering of praise. 
Everything that is done by men on earth 
should be done to the glory of God, This 
is the whole duty of man.

He thanked God for all the good things 
that were in them in Christ Jesus, for 
their utterances, for their knowledge. He 
told them afterward to be sure that ut- 
ter nces of eloquence and _ knowledge 
shou'd accompany them, that even ange’s 
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are nothing apart from love. He said in 
Eph. 1:16, “I cease not to give thanks 
for you, making mention of you always 
in my prayers.” As soon as P: ul heard of 
the sa:vation of these Ephesians, he began 
to praise God for them. There is always 
joy in the presence of the angels of God 
over one sinner that repenteth. Here is a 
great lesson for us in this day. We should 
give thanks to God for <Il that He has 
blessed, and we should immediately seek 
God for their best good, and say with 
Paul, “I thank my God upon every re- 
membrance for you.”
